SIBERIA'S BIG GOLD CROP. 


Large Quantities of It Smuggled Oat 


of tbc Country. 


In spite of the most stringent Bus- 


slan laws on the subject—the taking1 
away of gold without government con- 
sent—there Is an enormous business 
done all over Siberia in gold, both dust 
and, especially, nuggets stolen from 
the workings. It Is a criminal offense 
to be found In possession of gold; but 
as so large a proportion of the popula- 
tion of Siberia consists of those sent 
there for punishment, and the only 
further punishment they have to fear 
is deportation to some yet more distant 
region of the same barren and joyless 
land, the deterrent is by no means so 
formidable as a mere perusal of the 
awful menaces of the statutes at first 
sight seems to convey. Moreover, the 
successful dealer in stolen gold rarely 
fails to escape the penalties of his of- 
fense, even when caught redhanded. 


The Russian official, even In Russia 


proper, is seldom altogether unreason- 
able; and in Siberia, where the preg- 
nant saying of the dishonest "chlnor- 
nik," "It's a long way to Peter"—that 
Is, St Petersburg—is especially signifi- 
cant, the official Is "good natured" In 
the extreme, and a substitute can al- 
ways be bought to accept unpleasant 
responsibilities. 


A great part of the gold is conveyed 


over the Chinese frontier—that Is, 
across the river Amur, which ia the 
sole defense of the frontier against 
smuggling from both sides—and finds 
a ready sale at ruinous sacrifices in ex- 
change for a certain fiery Chinese 
vodka. The valuable properties of this 
spirit, much esteemed by Russian and 
native alike, are that it gives the cus- 
tomer the beatitude of intoxication one 
dky, and on the next he can attain the 
same exalted state by the cheap expe- 
dient of drinking water.—Chambers' 
Journal.

The probability ia that not half of 


tbe ec-salled moral reformers who 
have gone into fits over the case of 
Congressman Roberts of Utah, know 
what they are protesting against. If 
they would only so restrain themselves 
as to permit of deliberate Investiga- 
tion and sober judgment, they would 
be forced to the conclusion that the 
member from Zion is not the moral 
leper that be ia represented and that 
there is really very little ground upon 
which to base an argument for his ex- 
pulsion. 


It is true that Roberts has three 


wives, but it is not claimed that he 
married any of them since the enact- 
ment by Congress of tbe anti-polyg- 
amy law, and if he did not, be is not a 
violator of any federal statute. He is 
supporting his three wive?, undoubt- 
edly, but he would be deserving the 
condemnation of 
all decent 
and 


humane people if he did not. Having 
taken them in marriage before polyg 
amy was made a crime, be is not t 
criminal. He is a Mormon, to he sure, 
but be h;is as much right to his relig 
ious belief as any other citizen of tbe 
republid, and Congress has net up no 
religious standards for tbe guidance 
of its members. It matters not to the 
House of Representatives whether its 
members are Catholics, Baptists, Meth 
odists, Mormons or Atheists, so long 
as they are law abiding citizens of th 
republic and duly elected and qualified 
BB representatives of the people, 


Roberta was elected by an over 


whelming majority of the votes of his 
fellow citizens. He probably receiver 
as many or more Gentile votes than 
Mormon, for, as a matter of fact, be 
was opposed by some of the bighes 
dignitaries of the Church of Latter 
Day Saints. There is no flaw in hi 
title to his seat in Congress, He can 
be expelled by a two-thirds majority 
if he is a criminal, bat there is no 
proof that he is such, and it is reason 
able to suppose that he will be per- 
mitted to occupy his seat. 


It is not a violation of law to be a 


Mormon, and it is not law violation to 
enpport three wives, if they were taken 
in wedlock before polygamj was made 
a crime. As a matter of law and jas- 
tice he should have been sworn in with 
th • others and the investigation made 
afterwards1, nnd a vote taken upon his 
retention or expulsion. The refusal o 
the Hones to permit him to be sworn 
in was a olBar case of judgment, with 
out a particle of evidence to sustain 
the arbitrary act. Bat, notwithstand 
ing this mistake, Congress, we are 
confident, will not be deterred 
from 


doing its plain duty by the hysterics 
of sentimentalists', or by the clamor ol 
religions intolerants. 


The contest for the Democratic nom 


nation for Speaker of the House of 
Representatives could not have been 
more earnest and animated if it bad 
carried with it tbe election.

Reno has long been in need of a 


carrier systece and it is proving a great 
convenience to residents who are situ- 
ated u distance from the postoffice. 


Postmaster Krause gave a JODBNAL 


scribe all information as to the time of 
delivery, etc. 


The carriers' first duty commences 


at 5:30 in the morning, at which time 
they gather up all letters and papers 
deposited in the boxes daring the 
night. At 8 o'clock a delivery of the 
letters to the business house of the 
town ia made. Again at 9 there is a 
general delivery at which time the 
carriers will distribute all letters re- 
ceived on the morning train. In the 
afternoon another delivery is made, and 
again in the evening after the arrival of 
the flyer, the carriers distribute the 
mall to the business houses. 


Reno is divided into two districts. 


District No. 1 is in charge of 0. H. 
Parlin, and comprises all the territory 
south of the S. P. railroad track. 


All employes of the postofflr.e with 


the exception of the postmaster are 
under civil service rules and their 
positions are permanent so long as 
they attend to their duties. 


With the postmaster it is different. 


He ia called upon fer contributions to 
support his political party and must 
produce or lose favor with the admin- 
istration.
